WASHINGTON, D.C. — "Dr. King stood up in his America — one 
man, in one pulpit — and he changed a nation forever," Stephen 
Trachtenberg told the audience gathered today at The George 
Washington University to honor the memory of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. 

In the special ceremony, President Trachtenberg presented 
The George Washington University's 1990 Martin Luther King Jr. 
Medal to Joseph E. Lowery, president of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC). Trachtenberg also presented the 
University's student Martin Luther King Jr. Medal to Mark 
Chichester, a GW senior from Washington, D.C., who is president 
of the University's Black Peoples Union.

50 ACRES FOR NEW CAMPUS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — In a ceremony held at The George 
Washington University, Robert H. Smith, president of Charles E. 
Smith Construction, Inc., today presented the deed to 50 acres 
in Loudoun County to George Washington University President 
Stephen Trachtenberg, for the University's new Northern Virginia 
campus. The new GW academic and research campus will be the 
focal point of "University Center" — a 576-acre corporate office 
and R&D community being developed by The Charles E. Smith 
Companies. The project is located at the intersection of Route 7 
and Route 28. 

The University plans to start construction shortly on the 
first campus building — a 70,000 square foot classroom and 
laboratory building that will be available for classes in the 
fall of 1991.

The architectural design of the initial University campus 
building has been completed. It reflects the thinking of 
faculty, students, staff and administrators. Groundbreaking is 
slated for early 1990. The building will be situated at the foot 
of the slope which dominates the property and will be the focal 
point of the main mall leading into the research park. 

Designed by the architectural firm of Keyes Condon Florance, 
the four story Virginia Georgian-style brick masonry building 
contains a variety of special features. Included are: a semi¬ 
circular wing which houses classrooms; a flat roofed three story 
section containing faculty offices, computer teaching facilities 
and a student lounge; three levels of laboratories; a

The reorganization involves four major changes — renaming 
the School; renaming the Department of Urban and Regional 
Planning; articulating the Department of Business Administration 
to create smaller, more focused departments; and distinguishing 
administrative responsibility for undergraduate and graduate 
business programs. 

Following nearly two years of study and discussions with 
the School's faculty, staff and alumni, the reorganization was 
reviewed and the name change approved by the University Board of 
Trustees at its January 18 meeting. Changes will become 
effective July 1, 1990. 

The new name will be "School of Business and Public 
Management." Burdetsky says the name more effectively 
communicates the School's distinctive public-private character 
and reflects efforts to strengthen its traditional role of 
integrating teaching, research and outreach for both sectors. 

The Department of Urban and Regional Planning will be 
renamed the "Department of Urban Planning and Real Estate 
Development." This change reflects the recent addition of 
teaching responsibilities for urban development and real estate 
to the department's original urban planning emphasis.

The Department of Business Administration will be arranged 
to create four new departments. The new departments are 
International Business; Finance; Strategic Management and Public 
Policy; and Marketing, Logistics and Operations Management. 

"We're elevating distinctive and popular fields of study to the 
status of free-standing departments in order both to enhance 
their strengths and to increase their visibility," says 
Burdetsky. "In addition, these departments effectively 
complement our existing management departments in Health Services 
Administration and Public Administration." 

The current Business Administration Department has more than 
40 full-time faculty members and covers nearly a dozen distinct 
academic disciplines. "The Department is larger and more complex 
than many business schools in the United States and increasingly 
inappropriate for one chairperson to manage," Burdetsky explains. 
"The restructuring will enable closer attention and program focus 
to very large and popular areas of study." 

With the reorganization, responsibility for graduate and 
undergraduate business programs will be handled separately, by 
two associate deans. One will have responsibility for 
supervising educational philosophy and curriculum development of 
the MBA and other graduate business degrees.

The MBA program, unlike other degree programs, cuts across 
several departments and constitutes 80 percent of the School's 
graduate students and classes. "Mature students require special 
attention," Burdetsky says. 

The other associate dean will supervise educational 
philosophy and curriculum development for undergraduates on 
campus as well as in the School's study-abroad program. In 
addition, this dean will coordinate student clubs and 
associations, summer advanced registration and related areas. 

"We believe this will underscore our commitment to the education 
of undergraduates," Trachtenberg explains.

TURN OF THE CENTURY GEORGETOWN — A CONTRADICTION 

The Georgetown waterfront is currently undergoing dramatic 
change as high rise offices, luxury condominiums and boutiques 
spring up along the streets bordering the Potomac. A new book, 
released by The George Washington University Center for 
Washington Area Studies, examines an equally eventful period of 
change on the waterfront more than a century ago. 

"Port Town to Urban Neighborhood: The Georgetown Waterfront 
from 1880-1920," by Kathryn Schneider Smith, documents the 
economic shifts and accompanying physical and social changes that 
marked this area's transition from a shipping center to an 
industrial urban neighborhood. The book is the first detailed 
examination of the effects of dramatic economic and social shifts 
on Georgetown at the turn of the century. 

Smith relies on oral history as a primary source of 
information. She also uses a variety of other data, including 
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census information, tax assessment figures and building permits, 
to reveal how the early residents of commercial Georgetown lived 
in orderly and supportive communities despite "outward 
appearances of physical and social decline." 

The commercial area of old Georgetown was a neighborhood of 
industry, shops, and households of varying economic levels. But 
several factors contributed to the area's apparent decline in 
the late 1880s, says Smith. The flood of 1889 — from which many 
waterfront businesses never fully recovered — exacerbated the 
administration problems of the Chesapeake and Ohio (C & 0) Canal. 
In addition, the advent of streetcars enabled more affluent 
families to move to the suburbs leaving lower-income families 
behind. Finally, the neighborhood lost political, social and 
economic independence as the city of Georgetown became integrated 
into the city of Washington, DC. 

Smith's data shows that despite the appearance of social 
disorder, the early Georgetown waterfront and adjacent M Street 
was actually "a rich mixture of separate little social worlds 
with roots in family, religion, ... business, social clubs, race 
and ethnicity." While the area took on "new, though less 
aesthetically attractive functions," job opportunities for family 
members increased and the layout of the waterfront enabled people 
to live near their workplaces. 

Simultaneously, she contends, streetcars created a 


More- 
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transportation hub that brought shoppers from all over the 
region to the M street commercial corridor. 

Smith examined the area from the residents' viewpoint. Her 
research attempts to show that a neighborhood can often be more 
fully understood by examining how its inhabitants function as 
social and economic units. The book's appendix provides a 
valuable guide for conducting such research. Smith suggests that 
a similar study approach can give insight into changing 
neighborhoods today. Lastly, she notes that major difficulties 
such as the current drug and crime-related problems plaguing many 
of Washington's neighborhoods today can often obscure the 
positive aspects of life in a community.

GW HOSTS CONFERENCE ON PERU IN CRISIS 


WASHINGTON - Ten years after the end of military dictatorship, 
Peru is facing the worse political violence and economic decline 
in its history, leading some U.S. policymakers to ask, can Peru 
maintain democratization? 

This question will be the focus of a one-day conference, 
"Peru in Crisis: Challenges to a New Government," at The George 
Washington University's Marvin Center, Thursday, February 1, 

1990. 

Peruvian specialists from the capital city of Lima, and U.S. 
policymakers and scholars, will discuss the impact of the 
nation's failing economy, political violence and alleged drug 
trafficking on U.S. relations and the Peruvian presidential 
elections scheduled for April 8. 

Professor Peter Klaren, director of GW's Latin American 
Studies Program, says widespread poverty coupled with political 
and economic instability are among the major issues affecting the

nation's forthcoming elections. 

In the last two years alone, Peru's per capita income has 
declined 60 percent Klaren noted. The international financial 
community has criticized the Peruvian government for failing to 
meet debt obligations or use financial assistance to stimulate 
long-term economic growth. 

The Shining Path guerillas now operate throughout the 
country and are attempting to surround and infiltrate the 
capital city of Lima. During the recent elections, they have 
used "armed strikes" to shut down major sections of the country. 
Since 1980, more than 15,000 Peruvians have been killed, many of 
them innocent civilians caught in the crossfire. Klaren says the 
Washington Office on Latin America (WOLA) has monitored numerous 
human rights violations in the nation. 

The conference runs from 9:00 a.m. until 7:00 p.m. in Room 
410 of GW's Marvin Center, 800 21st Street, NW. Sessions are 
open to the public free of charge. Simultaneous translations 
will be provided. 

The conference is being sponsored by GW's University Seminar 
On Andean Culture and Politics and the Washington Office on Latin

BACKGROUND: 

A world-renowned medical physicist, Yalow received the 
Nobel Prize in Physiology/Medicine in 1977 for developing 
radioimmunoassay, a method used in laboratories around the world 
to measure concentrations of foreign substances in blood and 
other bodily fluids. In 1988, she received the National Medal of 
Science for continued research in this field. 

Yalow will address the issue of low-dose radiation and 
discuss how its effects are not as harmful to humans as 
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originally believed. She believes that while Three Mile Island 
was a serious accident, the long-term effects were vastly 
overrated in published reports and by a contingent of scientific 
researchers. Yalow joined the New York City Veterans 
Administration in 1947 where she now serves as a senior medical 
investigator. 

Yalow also is the Solomon A. Berson distinguished professor- 
at-large at the Mount Sinai School of Medicine. She has received 
more than 40 honorary doctorates from universities around the 
world. 

She is a member of the American Association of Medical 
Physics and a fellow and honorary member of the American

GW REVITALIZES SCHOOL OF GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 

Washington, D.C. — The 1990s bring a new name, new 
departments and new focus to the School of Government and 
Business Administration (SGBA), the largest of The George 
Washington University's eight academic divisions. The School has 
initiated an innovative structure "to recognize fully the close 
relationship between education for management in the private 
sector and management in the public sector," says SGBA Dean Ben 
Burdetsky. 

"Celebrating our location, we want to become one of the 
outstanding schools of public-private management in the United 
States," says GW President Stephen Trachtenberg. "Since GW is at 
the center of the nation's capital, no school of management is 
better positioned to take a lead in developing programs that 
will be peerless, contemporary and at the leading edge in public 
and private management."

The reorganization involves four major changes — renaming 
the School; renaming the Department of Urban and Regional 
Planning; articulating the Department of Business Administration 
to create smaller, more focused departments; and distinguishing 
administrative responsibility for undergraduate and graduate 
business programs. 

Following nearly two years of study and discussions with 
the School's faculty, staff and alumni, the reorganization was 
reviewed and the name change approved by the University Board of 
Trustees at its January 18 meeting. Changes will become 
effective July 1, 1990. 

The new name will be "School of Business and Public 
Management." Burdetsky says the name more effectively 
communicates the School's distinctive public-private character 
and reflects efforts to strengthen its traditional role of 
integrating teaching, research and outreach for both sectors. 

The Department of Urban and Regional Planning will be 
renamed the "Department of Urban Planning and Real Estate 
Development." This change reflects the recent addition of 
teaching responsibilities for urban development and real estate 
to the department's original urban planning emphasis.

The Department of Business Administration will be arranged 
to create four new departments. The new departments are 
International Business; Finance; Strategic Management and Public 
Policy; and Marketing, Logistics and Operations Management. 

"We're elevating distinctive and popular fields of study to the 
status of free-standing departments in order both to enhance 
their strengths and to increase their visibility," says 
Burdetsky. "In addition, these departments effectively 
complement our existing management departments in Health Services 
Administration and Public Administration." 

The current Business Administration Department has more than 
40 full-time faculty members and covers nearly a dozen distinct 
academic disciplines. "The Department is larger and more complex 
than many business schools in the United States and increasingly 
inappropriate for one chairperson to manage," Burdetsky explains. 
"The restructuring will enable closer attention and program focus 
to very large and popular areas of study." 

With the reorganization, responsibility for graduate and 
undergraduate business programs will be handled separately, by 
two associate deans. One will have responsibility for 
supervising educational philosophy and curriculum development of 
the MBA and other graduate business degrees.

The MBA program, unlike other degree programs, cuts across 
several departments and constitutes 80 percent of the School's 
graduate students and classes. "Mature students require special 
attention," Burdetsky says. 

The other associate dean will supervise educational 
philosophy and curriculum development for undergraduates on 
campus as well as in the School's study-abroad program. In 
addition, this dean will coordinate student clubs and 
associations, summer advanced registration and related areas. 

"We believe this will underscore our commitment to the education 
of undergraduates," Trachtenberg explains.
